Let us apply the principles of common sense to this 
deeply interesting topic. Is it just and reasonable to sup- 
pose, that our blessed Redeemer would leave a solemn 
injunction, of the greatest importance, which required a 
specific perfurmance, to the end of the world, and that he 
would convey that injunction, in any other than specific 
language? Yet the contents of the cup are unknown (o 
us, by any other means, than such as we derive from in- 
Serence—not from the command of our Lord. Our Master, 
in all matters of importance, was wont to be more precise 
in his commands. When the young man inquired what 
he should do to inherit eternal life, Christ did not simply 
direct him to serve God, but he detailed the command- 
ments specifically, and bade him give his goods to the 
poor.—It may be said, the disciples well knew the con- 
tents of the cup, and our Lord relied upon their fidelity, 
in transmitting the particulars to afier ages, But is not 
the fact of their entire silence, in relation to the contents 
of the cup, sufficient proof, that they deemed the char- 
acter of the wine, whether fermented or unfermented, a 
non-essential of the rite ?—If so, it will be promptly asked 
why coutend for unfermented wine? Because, we re- 
ply, the clai:ns of the temperance cause are entitled to 
respect; and, if it be matter of indifference, whether the 
fruit of the vine be fermented or unfermented, so far as 
the sacrament is concerned, it is of very considerable ina- 
portance to the temperance cause to abolish all intoxi- 
cating liquors from the table of the Lord.—And why ?— 

We are thus brought to certain questions, proposed by 
this writer. 

Were these objections ever seriously made to the 
present mode of administering the supper? If they have 
ever been made, by whom were they made; by men, 
who were really embarrassed on a point of duty, or by men 
who wished to have a subterfuge for doing wrong?) We 
would ask, bas it been for ages, even surmised, that any 
one was ever made a drunkard by the wine used at the 
table of the Lord; or that any injury to good morals, in 
any dezree, or in any form, actually grew out of this ob- 
servance ? Does any one serivusly believe, that a single 
drunkard would be actually reclaimed, by our substituting 
water for wine, or altering the ordinance from what we

If we admit 
that, which no mortal can prove to be true, that an intor- 
icating liquor was actually used at the last supper, by our 
Redeemer, it was not so used, and commanded to be re- 
ceived, because of its intoxicating properiics. Now we 
ask this writer a very simple question:—Since our Lord 
said nothing of an intoxicating liquor at the eucharist, 
but only referred to the fruit of the vine, and since there 
are two kinds of the fruit of the vine, which may be 
drunken, one which will intoxicate, and one which will 
not, whence arises the obligation to use the former ? 

This writer will not probably persist in his very un- 
founded statement, that we ask “ an abolition of the ele- 
ment °—** a modification of the ordinance.” It would 
be highly absurd so to persist. We desire to purify the 
ordinance from abomination and abuse. Some litile, very 
littie good will be attained, if the churches can be per- 
suaded to abandon brandy at the Lord’s table, such as is 
well known to exist in ail common wine. If any alco- 
holic liquor be required for the purpose of celebrating 
the supper, it would be an improvement to have nothing 
stronger than that pure juice which made Noah drunk. 
The case isa very plain one. In those churches, where 
the communicants are strongly attached to the temperance 
cause, no intoxicating liquor will long remain upon the 
Lord’s table. In those churches, where the comimuni- 
cants are either unfiiendly to the cause, or of that de- 
scription of its friends, who think we are going ‘too 
fast and too far,” or who believe the Bible is full of author- 
ity for drinking wine, there intoxicating wine will prob- 
ably continve upon the table of the Lord, for some time 
to come.—We now take our leave of this writer, in a 
spirit of Christian kindness, hoping that, for the future, 
he will be more careful iu his employment of yievzog and 
otrog. We mean the words only, and not the substances, 
which, as we know him not, we have no reason to sup- 
pose he employs at all.

It is perfectly inevitable that it the d¢azr01,¢ 
be an absoluie proprietor his devdoe must be perfect 
slaves. ‘lo show the absolute impossibility of escape 
from these conclusions, let me by way of specimen 
apply the argument to 1 Tim. vi.

Voted, That a select committee be appointed by the 
meeting, to take effectual measures to cause prosecutions 
io be instituted against all persons that they have good 
reasons to believe.sell by retail any spirituous liquors, 
without a license, within the limits of this town; and 
that the Town Clerk cause an attested copy of this vote 
to be published in some newspaper printed in this county.
